Wo 
fHrnisb ft staliement whioli was jnade bo- 
fore the British Social Science Assooiatiou 
in 1870,' and which demonstrates tho value 
of oo-eporation more forcibly tbnn any es- 
say could ever do. It was sbowu that iu 
the manufacturing borough of Oldlnun, 
■with a total population of Ecvonty thou- 
sand, there were co-opovativo socitioa 
numbering Bovon thousand momboi-y. 
They had n. capital of eight hinuUed thou- 
sand dollars, in their six co-opeiativo 
Stores, and a hundred and ilfty thousand 
dollars invested in other places. Thoy 
had built seventy-live worUiug men's 
houses in twelve moutbs.

• weakly for discussions. They had a capi- 
tal of fifteen hundred thousand dollars 
invested in cotton mills and loans; and in 
one of these cotton mills which reju csent- 
ed a capital of half a inillion of ; 'liai'^ 
nine-tenths of the bandioldoi.s were 
workmen. This is not a ^^olitary iiiHhaico 
but ono of many Uiuwin-jr tlio adviuiiu;.;! s 
to be gained bv ^ouoi .iiaUon of mu ius 
in the bands ol workers. Further illu.- 
trations are afforded by Chinamen wh(js^e 
syatom of combination, is so mechanical 
and complete, that it overcomes all oli- 
staelss placed before it. Although they 
arrivo hero at I'lrrit ignorant of our lan- 
guage, customs and manners, their won- 
derful aptitude and spirit of accommoda- 
tion, renders thorn contented witli 
' every condition to which tliey are subject- 
ed, and their unity and mode of living 
enables them to become formidable com- 
petitors in every branch of induatry to 
which thoy are introduced. Cnntempti- 
ble as thoy appear to bo, they furnisli u^ 
with grand examples of econouiic eohe- 
siou, and will eventually ruvuiutioni/^o 
the labor market of the worUl.

The Duty of Investment. 

Editoii Colonist: — An editorial in your 
paper of tho 30th reproaches the public 
for not investing in quartz shares; and tho 
promotors of new eompaniea are filling 
th'} uir and your news columns with simi- 
lar reproaches. If tho geutlomen had 
conliiied their eil'orta to persuasion I 
should h'.ivo had nothing to say; but when 
iu(!n are daily asked in an inquisitorial 
stylo whether thoy have yet bought quartz 
stock, and when those who htivo not yot 
bought are accused ol "selfish yiewa," 
"caution which is injurious to the public 
good," and a neglect of thoir •'chief du- 
ty," it is time to siieak in self-defence. 

I deny that it is anybody's duti/, except 
tho promotora', to invest in any particu- 
lar businose ontorpriso. It is one of tho 
first principles ol freedom that every man 
is ntlibortj' to ohooso his own businoss. 

Thia froodom is ft>r tho public good. A 
community is rendered ijrosperous by a 
eumbination of various industries; and to 
develop these, freedom of action is neoes- 
sary. 

It mfiy bo interesting to tho promoters 
to iiKiuira ii'/ii/ tlio public are not eager at 
prusent to invest their money in quartz 
shares, One roaaou in that tho promoters 
(who include mest of tho principal miners 
and business mon interested in the mines) 
do not set tho example. Another reason 
is thiU tho constitution of thoso compan- 
ies throw?! •■ill the iiuiiiodintc risk on tho 
oiitsidu iuvestor.i, who furnish tho work- 
ing capital, anil roservosall tho iinmodiuto 
and ati onormous share of the ultiinate, 
pn'otit for tho j)romoters, who have douo 
but little mors than employ an agent to 
locate a mining claim or two. A thirtl 
reason is tlifit tlio promiums iiHkod for tho 
shares ate' absurdly high. A fourth rea- 
son i.s that soiuo men iia\o no monoj- to 
invest, and otiior.i have Ihoir money ai- 
rwady invested. 

I ask you to publish my protest in that 
spirit of fair play for which your paper 
has a high reputation.

Tho strfiiius Lave all riHOn greatly dur- 
ing the day. Yroka Creek has come 
up Irom a small stream this morning 
to a large river this evening, and is 
now a.s high as it has been for years. 
The Klamath river, when the stage 
was ferried over this morning, was ris- 
ing very rajiidly, and it was expected 
that the return stage would bo unable 
to get oyer. This evouir;,' the Shasta 
river is over its banks again, but no 
dama^'o has been done as yet. The 
California ulmI Oregon Company's 
stage, wbicli arrived bore to-day, 
brought tho lirst mail that had got to 
Redding since the lulh. The stage 
was unable to cross Pitt river, and the 
mail was sent across in a skiff. All 
tho rivers and creeks are 80 high that 
it is not expected that the Stages will 
bo able to cross to-day, 

O.MAHA, January 21). — General Crook 
left last night for tho Indian Territory 
on business connected ■with Indian 
affairs. In an interview before leav- 
ing he said among other things that 
in his opinion it would be difficult to 
maintain peace on the northern bor- 
der and on tho Upper Missouri and 
Yollowstouo, Sitting Bull could not 
long remain on British soil because 
tho English there have nothing to 
supply the Indians with, and the 
scarcity of buil'alo makes it necessary 
for tndiaub to follow tho bufl'alo to 
thoir acoustomod ntampiiig ground, 
in United States territory. When- 
ever Sitting Bull and his Indians 
come down that far there will be more 
or less communication between them 
and other Indians, couso([uentlj there 
will be more or loss trouble. The de- 
crease of ljulTalo is so rajiid that the 
Indians will soon have to tind some 
other means of subsistence, and this 
will eventually compel them to rely on 
tho Govoriiuient and commit doproda- 
tions. lu bis opinion over 1(10,000 
buffaloes iiavo bsou slati^'htored every 
year for the past ten years, and the 
natural increase is very much loss than 
this. The largest portion of buffaloes 
killed are cows, and this rate of de- 
crease in the females renders tho final 
extinction of tho luitl'alo inevitable. 
Cieneral Crook thought it would bo 
utterly impossible to proven* Sitting 
Bull from crossing the border intJ the 
United States, as there ^are five hun- 
dred miles of unprotected territory. 
There are troops on Tongue river on 
tbo Yellowstone and Upper I\Iissouri, 
and tliore is no doubt that tiuiy can do 
much towards cliecicirig the Indians 
from committing any serious depreda- 
tions. Still there will always be in 
that upper country more or lose dan- 
ger until Sitting Bull is cleaned out 
The Ayeiicy Indians will have ccun 
municalioii with Sitting Bull's forces 
when the}- come down. 

CiiiLAiio, January 2'J. — Tho Times' 
Lerilo special, via Ihowiisvillo, Texas, 
says a party of Jlexicans, mostly from 
'l'(^xas, under the command of Col. E. 
SeliniiH, an adherent of Li.rdo, attack- 
ed the towns of Lanalla, S duos, and 
Hidalgo, ill the Stata of Taiiiaulipas, 
on -1 he 22ik] inst. , aud seized tho prin- 
cipal men of the towiis, and forced 
thcin to pay six thousand dollars.

EUROPE. 

London, Jan. 30 — Tho Vienna Preaac 
says iServia demands os ono of the condi- 
tions of pi^nco, nil of Old Soryia except 
that p.ii ( comprised in Bosnia, a hundred 
and fifty thousand Turkish jjounds as war 
indemnity, and the immediate appoint- 
ment of a special commissioner to ex- 
amine tho respective claims of Boumania 
aud Servia to the Paslialio of Widdin. 

The central commander of tho Red Cre» 
scant Society tulegrapliH from Coustanti- 
noplo au appeal to all kindrud couimaud- 
ers of the lied Gros-i, all bonorolenl insti- 
tutions and kind hearted men of all couh- 
tries. It says a qonsidersble pumber of 
wounded soldiers aro flocking into Con- 
stantinople froui all parts of tho country. 
Nearly fifteen Ihoiunud refugees, victims 
of the war flying from the scone of mili- 
tary operations, deprived of all means of 
existence and almost naked, constitute a' 
situation which. considering the resources 
of the Rod Crescent Society, might end 
iu a gennral calamity. That smallpox and 
tyi)hus have commenced among tho refii- 
g(res and efl'orts are making to send thom 
to .-Vsia. It is apprehended thnt the in- 
croai-ed population of Coniitantinople will 
occasion a scarcity of proviHions unless 
there is ^ome ell'ort from wilUout to ro- 
[)lonis|j the [-tores Eight hundred refu- 
gees arrived on iMouday and it i.s impos 
siblo fur all to Iind sliclter; uany are 
huddled together in open shed><, kneo 
deep iu water aud mud. The wholesale 
exodus from Boumelia is unabated. 

It is stated that Austria has declined to 
commit herself to joint action ■with Eng- 
land unless she is previously assured that 
tho British Ministry is safe agaiuttt as 
saultK of the Opposition, which might 
leave Austria i.solated at a later stnge and 
that tho Ministry intend, pending the 
vote, to furnish requisite guarantees. If 
tho ministry obtain a large majority a 
very important European combination 
will appear. 

London, Jan. 30 — Tfio Globe alleges, on 
the authority of Russian newspapers, that 
tho tophus prevails among the Bassian 
troops in the Caucasas and Armenia to 
such an extent that it might be oallad a 
plague, . 

London, Jan. 30 — The Conservatives in 
tho House of Commons aro expected to 
give a solid vote in support of credit on 
Thursd-.y. The Liberals aro decided. Tho 
Llome Rulers have not dMtorminod their 
course. The majority for credit is alieady 
estimated at over one hundred. Meetings 
are being keld throughout the country to 
iufiuence Parliament agoinat credit; but 
mostly by tho Liberals or peace organiza- 
tions. The amendmoutto original resolu- 
tion agaiust credit was carried by an im- 
mense majority, declaring that tho cause 
of peace and intorests of the empire will 
be best i)romoted by supporting the for- 
eign jiolicy of the Government, 

in tho Hoiiso of Commons this evening 
thb ConHorv.itivo member for Gravosend

Artificial Warm Weatuek,— A scheme 
for tempering tlio sovority of thd winters 
of Canada is now attracting considerable 
attention. Tho cold of the winters all 
along the shores of tho Gulf of St. JQawr- 
oncB is considered to bo largely due to a 
constant current of wiiter from the Arctic 
regions which aw<>eps down tho Straits of 
Bolli^dp, a passage some twedvo miles in 
width, between Newfoundland and La- 
biailor, carrying with it mussoa of ico and 
snow. It is proposed to close up the 
strait by connecting Newfoundland with 
the mainland. The advocates of the 
schcino argue that the teuiiieraturo of La- 
brador, (.Quebec ami Xou fouudland would 
thus bo uiatennlly raise'd, aud vast regions 
of new sterile and worth hiss land render- 
ed fit for cultivation. Tho shutting oat 
of the Arctic current would bo followed, 
it is thought, by a diversion of a greater 
portion of the Gulf stream, and probably 
the Gulf Would leinuin open and uuviga- 
blo all wii;ler. The fertility of Prince 
I^dward Island and tne south shore of he 
St. Lawrence are alh-ni^.l to lie duo to the 
ab-eneo of those arctic waves aud the 
genial iutlueuctis of the Gulf stri^am, and 
were the polar ourrents diverted by the 
closing of the straits it is supposed that 
it would diverge into tiiu Atlantic aud 
speedily become ahsoiboil. The work 
pr(jposed is a g'i:.',aiitic oiigiueoring ontor- 
priso. anil would reipur<f an imtuenso out- 
lay, but it ii proiio.incoii possible of ac- 
cooiplisbmeut, and if it .••hi)uld be attend- 
ed with anj'thing like the results claimed 
for it ill advance, the expenditure would 
b( far more than re])aid. it is po-siblo, 
ho-.vuver, that ui nio discus.-,iou of the 
■.ubje"t lh(! iniluence of ocean streams 
upon tcHi i.ei atn r(i has been exaggi^rated, 
Tlu! pre:ieef ex<M piioiial ly mild weather 
is credited to the unusual proximity of 
tho Gulf stream to the coast, but this 
theory would seem to be negatived by the 
fuct that tlio same tiiiseasonable mildness 
with which we are favored prevails in the 
interior, wdiich would hardly be the case 
unless the cause of the change was of a 
lass localized character. — Boston Traveller.
